As you probably already 
know, Chris Rotondo has been 
elected as Student Council 
President for 1981-82. Recent¬ 
ly, we sat down with Chris and 
asked him about the functions 
of the SC, past and present, 
and his hopes for the future. 

Chris' outlook can best be 
summed up in the word djLffe£- 
ence . ""/e didn't want it to 
be just getting together to 
plan trips," Chris said, al¬ 
though the social functions of 
the SC can in no way be over¬ 
looked. 

To this end, there has 
been a type of restructuring of 
SC meetings, where various 
committees are formed, and, in 
a first, chairmen are elected 
by the group that must report 
to Chris. 

The committees, Chris 
stated, are not formed for the 
sole purpose of having fun, but 
also to boost school spirit, 
which should be the number one 
aim of any student council. 

But, besides, and maybe most 
importantly, they generate 
income for the school in gen¬ 
eral, which is an advantage 
for us all. Such committees 
include Carloyn Walsh's Snug 
Harbor committee, which will 
decorate a Christmas tree at 
the harbor, and a Winter 
Carnival committee, which is 
another first in the school 
and in SC history. 

Chris' part in the past 
four years was expressed as 
careful looker. He has a 
solid background of Student 
Council involvement, which 
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started in freshman 
year as homeroom vice 
president under the ad¬ 
ministration of Julie 
Vangar. Sophomore year 
was spent in participa¬ 
tion in the SC in gen¬ 
eral and junior year he 
was a homeroom rep. 

Chris had seen problems 
and now as SC president, 
he hopes that hi s once * 
weekly meetings with 
Fr. Bergincan correct 
what he thinks i s wrong.

;; r . Lesch has done many great things for 
music not only at Moore, but elsewhere as 
well. Before he came to Moore in 1964, he 
was the Assistant Director of Music for the 
Archdiocese of Newark. He has founded glee 
clubs in Rye, HY and Montclair, NJ, and was 
the first to conduct a chorus on television 
back in 1932. He has been teaching.music 
for many years, but, he would not disclose 
how many. 

Presently, he is the organist and choir 
master at Sacred Heart Church and School. 

He teaches music both at Moore anc St. 
Peter's and coordinated their glee clubs. 

Mr. Lesch founded the Countess Moore Singers 
anc the Moore Male Chorus who perform in - ie 
annual Christmas Shows and Spring Concerts. 

He was the first music teacher m the 
Catholic schools to produce a Broadway 
Musical Extravaganza; now, many other 
schools do so also. 

Mr. Lesch feels his most outstanding 
production thus far has been "Hello Joi j • 
Mach year, he chooses the play according 
student availability. In choreographing, 
he tries to inject as much originality 
possible.

"Halloween II” 
at the Island

"Halloween" was one 
of the scariest movies ev¬ 
er made, and there were 
doubts as to whether a se¬ 
quel could live up to the 
first one. Happily, Hal¬ 
loween II” is just as 
frightening and suspenseful 
as the first film and is 
far better than any of the 
"Halloween" imitators of 
the past three years. 

Wisely, the filmmak¬ 
ers start the film with 
the last scene of the 
first film and continue 
from that point through 
the rest of Halloween 
night, instead of having the 
film take place years lat¬ 
er or something like that. 
After Michael Myers, the 
killer, disappears, Laurie 
(Jamie Lee Curtis) the 
terrorized babysitter, is 
taken to the hospital. Of 
course, we know who shows 
up at the hospital, thirst¬ 
ing for more killing. One 
by one the hospital night 
staff is cut down, while 
the doctor from the last 
film (Donald Pleasance) 
frantically tracks down the 
superhuman killer. Once 
again, Laurie is pursued, 
this time through the dark, 
empty hospital. 

The scenes in the hos¬ 
pital are particularly 
effective, because the sus¬ 
pense is nearly unbearable. 
The acting is lousy, but 
who comes to these movies 
for the acting? People 
come for the murder and vio¬ 
lence, of which this film 
has plenty. A needle in 
the eye and an axe in the 
head are just two of the 
movie’s visual treats. Al¬ 
though director Rick 
Rosenthal isn't as talented 
as "Halloween" director 
John Carpenter, he still 
brings back the mood of the 
first film, although the 
effect of the killer's 
eerie mask is diminished 
by showing him a bit too 
much. Despite this, 'Hal¬ 
loween II" is still a very 
frightening movie which 
lives up to the original.

PITAL is or how dull and 
disappointing I found 
RAIDERS OF THE LOST ARK, 
but I would like to offer 
my opinions on other cur¬ 
rent TV and film produc¬ 
tions . 

This past summer, I 
spent very little time 
watching TV, but when I 
did watch, ninety percent 
of the time it was reruns 
of DYNASTY (just for 
laughs) and SCTV NETWORK 
90 , which began airing on 
NBC in June. DYNASTY has 
to be TV's worst written 
and acted series since 
GILLIGAN'S ISLAND (which 
is of far better quality) . 
Just watching the actors' 
facial expressions shows 
that they don’t seem to 
care about providing real¬ 
istic drama, but an end¬ 
less flow of bed-hopping 
and family traumas. This 
series is definitely a 
DALLAS rip-off which should 
be buried before it' s giver 
a second chance this No¬ 
vember 0 

On the other hand, 

SCTV (which began as a 
syndicated series in 1977) 
is easily TV's wittiest 
and funniest satirical pro¬ 
gram. Taking the best el¬ 
ements of SATURDAY NIGHT 
LIVE and FRIDAYS, SCTV in¬ 
corporates spoofery with 
good musical guests and the 
result is an hour and a 
half of excellent enter¬ 
tainment. The best parts 
of the show seem to be
